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To  the  Honorable  Members  of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly: 

The  Illinois  Compiled  Statutes  require  the  Commission  on  Intergovernmental 
Cooperation  to  compile  and  maintain  information  on  federal  aid  programs  adminis- 
tered by  Illinois  state  agencies,  and  to  report  to  the  Illinois  General  Assembly  on  those 
programs.  This  report, Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies,  FY  1 992-1 994,  is  submitted  by  the 
Commission  to  fulfill  this  responsibility. 

This  edition  includes  program  descriptions  and  outlay  information,  as  well  as 
sections  to  assist  legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program  data  to  the  state 
budget.  A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the  trust  fund(s)  used  for  depositing  the 
federal  grants,  and  a  table  indicates  which  state  programs  are  supported  and  what  areas 
and  populations  of  Illinois  are  served  by  the  federal  grants. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  Commission  that  this  handbook  will  be  a  useful  resource 
for  legislators  in  their  understanding  of  federal  assistance.

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INTRODUCTION 


The  Dlinois  Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation,  a 
bipartisan,  legislative  commission  of  the  General  Assembly,  is  mandated 
the  responsibility  of  serving  as  the  ". . .  information  center  for  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  field  of  federal-state  relations,  .  .  .  and  compiling  and 
maintaining  current  information  on  available  and  pending  federal  aid 
programs . . . ."  [25 ILCS  130/4-2  (1992  State  Bar  Edition)]. 

In  meeting  this  responsibility,  the  Commission  records  and  tracks 
applications  for,  and  awards  of,  federal  grants  by  state  agencies.  In 
addition,  the  Commission  conducts  an  annual  survey  designed  to  identify 
the  receipt  of  federal  aid  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies. 

The  Federal  Funds  to  State  Agencies  (FFSA)  report  is  designed  to  provide 
legislators  and  legislative  staff  with  a  comprehensive  reference  of 
information  on  federal  funds  that  are  received  by  state  agencies.  The  FFSA 
report  augments  the  information  provided  in  the  Commission's  monthly 
reports  of  federal  fund  transactions  by  listing  federal  aid  awards  on  a  state 
fiscal  year  basis  and  including  descriptive  program  information.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  information  will  help  legislators  and  legislative  staff 
develop  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  federal  programs  used  by  Illinois 
state  agencies,  and  of  the  levels  at  which  those  programs  are  being  funded. 

Overview 

Illinois  state  agencies  participate  in  approximately  300  federal 
programs  a  year.  During  the  past  few  years,  federal  grant  awards  for  the 
programs  used  by  state  agencies  have  continued  to  increase,  following  the 
trend  in  expenditures  for  total  U.S.  grants  (see  Figure  1).  In  FY  1993,  these 
awards  totaled  $6.7  billion  and  were  estimated  to  increase  to  $7.2  billion  in 
FY  1994.  A  significant  amount  of  that  increase  was  the  additional  $306 
million  for  the  Medicaid  program,  due  in  part  to  the  use  of  provider 
participation  fees  used  as  state  matching  funds.  A  closer  look  at  the  table 
in  Appendix  2  reveals  that  the  net  $508  million  difference  from  FY  1993  to 
FY  1994,  although  positive,  is  a  mix  of  increases  and  decreases.  Some 
programs  have  been  increased  by  Congress,  while  other  programs  have 
been  reduced  or  eliminated.

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In  addition  to  the  growth  in  the  Medicaid  program,  some  of  the  major 
increases  in  federal  funds  from  FY  1993  to  FY  1994  include  the  Department 
of  Public  Aid's  Family  Support  Assistance,  Quid  Support  Enforcement, 
and  Job  Opportunities  and  Basic  Skills  Training  programs;  the  Foster  Care 
and  Quid  Care  Assistance  programs  administered  by  the  Department  of 
Children  and  Family  Services;  Job  Training  Assistance  for  Dislocated 
Workers  available  through  the  Department  of  Commerce  and  Community 
Affairs;  the  Department  of  Public  Health's  Special  Supplemental  Food 
Program  for  Women,  Infants  and  Children  (WIC);  the  Highway 
Construction  Apportionment  Adjustment  for  the  Department  of 
Transportation;  the  Section  8-Moderate  Rehabilitation  program  of  the 
Housing  Development  Authority;  and,  due  to  the  flooding  in  1993,  the 
Disaster  Assistance  program  administered  by  the  Emergency  Management 
Agency.  Programs  with  substantial  reductions  include  the  Employment 
Service    and    Unemployment    Insurance    administrative    funds    of   the 
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Department  of  Employment  Security;  the  Department  of  Public  Aid's  State 
Legalization  Impact  Assistance  (SLIAG),  Food  Stamp  Administration,  and 
Social  Services  Block  Grant  program;  Special  Highway  Construction 
Projects  available  through  the  Department  of  Transportation;  State 
Revolving  Fund  Capitalization  Grants  through  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency;  and  the  Guaranteed  Student  Loan  program. 

Using  this  Handbook 

The  federal  programs  in  this  handbook  were  included  if  the  funds  were 
received  directly  from  the  federal  government  or  a  non-state  agency. 
Programs  in  which  a  state  agency  received  funds  (subgrants)  from  another 
state  agency  have  been  excluded  to  avoid  "double  counting"  or  falsely 
inflating  the  dollar  totals.  However,  a  new  table  on  subgrants  has  been 
added  in  the  appendix  to  indicate  the  flow  of  federal  funds  from  some  state 
agencies  to  others. 

The  program  descriptions  in  FFSA  are  preceded  by  a  table  of  contents 
that  lists  the  federal  programs  used  by  state  agencies  from  FY  1992  through 
FY  1994.  This  table  will  facilitate  the  location  of  the  federal  program 
descriptions  as  well  as  indicate  which  groups  of  federal  programs  are  used 
by  each  state  agency.  Tables  showing  federal  aid  awards  by  state  agency 
are  appended.  Programs  within  each  agency  are  listed  by  the  numbers 
assigned  to  them  by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  (OMB)  in 
their  Catalog  of  Federal  Domestic  Assistance.  Descriptions  of  each  program 
include  the  proper  name,  program  description  (objectives  and  services 
provided  or  supported),  formula  description,  matching  requirements, 
account  identification  number  (federal),  and  a  table  illustrating  the  outlays 
to  Illinois  for  FY  1992,  FY  1993  and  FY  1994. 

This  year's  handbook  contains  two  sections  of  state  information  to  assist 
legislators  and  staff  in  linking  the  federal  program  data  to  the  state  budget. 
A  State  Trust  Fund  section  identifies  the  trust  fund(s)  used  for  depositing 
the  federal  grants,  and  a  table  identifies  (see  below)  which  state  programs 
are  supported  and  what  areas  and  populations  of  Illinois  are  served  by  the 
federal  grants.

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Federal  Domestic  Assistance,  this  Commission  has  assigned  a  unique 
identifying  number.  The  program  descriptions  are  arranged  in  ascending 
order  by  OMB  catalog  number.

Information  Sources 

The  basic  sources  for  the  fiscal  data  included  in  the  FFSA  report  are  the 
Commission  on  Intergovernmental  Cooperation's  Federal  Aid  Surveys  which 
have  examined  the  use  of  federal  funds  by  Illinois  state  agencies  from  FY 
1973  until  the  present.  The  Commission  has  combined  its  survey 
information  with  information  compiled  through  its  federal  aid  tracking 
system  to  obtain  actual  and  estimated  totals  for  most  federal  programs. 
The  fiscal  information  is  supplied  directly  by  the  state  agencies,  and  it  is 
assumed  the  figures  are  supplied  in  good  faith  and  are  substantially 
correct.  In  a  few  cases  where  federal  programs  provide  funds  under 
several  subcategories,  the  fiscal  information  was  obtained  from  Federal 
Funds  Information  for  States  (FFIS),  a  project  sponsored  by  the  National 
Conference  of  State  Legislatures  and  the  National  Governors  Association.

(1)  Serve  America  supports  school-  or  community-based  youth 
service  and  adult  volunteer  programs;  (2)  the  American  Conservation  Corps 
and  Youth  Service  Corps  encourage  the  expansion  of  full-time  or  summer 
youth  corps  projects;  and  (3)  the  National  and  Community  Service  program 
encourages  full-  or  part-time  community  service  by  allowing  service 
participants  to  receive  education  or  housing  benefits  after  completing  the 
service  projects.

Formula  Description:  Serve  America  funds  are  allocated  through  a  funding 
formula  based  on  the  school-age  population  of  the  state  and  the  amount  of 


funds  the  state  receives  tinder  the  Chapter  1  basic  education  grant.  It  also 
requires  a  10%  (match  which  may  be  in-kind  or  cash)  the  first  year,  a  20% 
match  the  second  year,  and  a  30%  match  the  third  year.  This  may  be  waived  in 
certain  cases.  The  Conservation  and  Youth  Service  Corps  Program  has  no 
formula.  Grants  are  based  on  the  number  and  quality  of  proposals.  This 
program  requires  at  least  a  25%  match  and  may  be  in-kind  or  cash.  The 
National  and  Community  Service  program  has  no  formula.  It  allows  a  50% 
post-service  benefit  for  participants.  The  Higher  Education  Innovative  Projects 
component  of  the  Community  Service  program  has  no  formula  and  grants  are 
based  on  the  number  and  quality  of  proposals  received  and  the  number  of 
institutions  involved  in  the  consortia.  It  requires  at  least  a  50%  match  and  may 
be  in-kind  or  cash.

Funds  are  available 
for  projects  such  as  new  construction;  resurfacing,  restoring,  rehabilitating,  and 
reconstructing  roads;  highway  safety  improvement,  highway  research  and 
planning,  traffic  management,  carpools,  and  bicycle  and  pedestrian  pathways. 
The  state  matching  rate  is  20%. 

The  STP  is  designed  to  give  state  and  local  governments  the  flexibility  to  meet 
their  needs.  Projects  eligible  for  assistance  include:  construction  and 
maintenance  of  bridges,  transit  capital  expenditures,  planning,  safety 
improvements,  and  wetlands,  wildlife  and  ecosystem  mitigation.  The  state 
matching  rate  is  20%. 

In  addition,  the  ISTEA  of  1991  established  an  Interstate  Maintenance  Program 
to  replace  the  previous  Interstate  4-R  program  (20%  state  match),  continued  the 
Bridge  Replacement  and  Rehabilitation  Program  (20%  state  match),  created  a 
new  Congestion  Mitigation  and  Air  Quality  Improvement  Program  (20%  state 
match),  enacted  a  special  apportionment  adjustment  and  authorized  500 
special  projects.

The  Act  further  stipulates  that  the  state  expenditures  in  any 
given  year,  without  federal  assistance,  cannot  be  less  than  the  average  amount 
expended  by  the  state  for  gas  pipeline  safety  during  fiscal  years  1967  and  1968 
and  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years  preceding  the  date  of  enactment  of  the 
Hazardous  Liquid  Pipeline  Safety  Act  of  1979.  The  state  agency  must  also 
agree  to  provide  the  remaining  cost  of  the  safety  program(s).  Within  these 
limitations,  the  formula  used  to  allocate  the  majority  of  available  funds  assigns 
a  preliminary  allocation  based  on  a  percentage  factor  inversely  related  to  the 
size  of  the  requested  funding.  These  amounts  are  modified  by  subtracting  an 
amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  difference  between  the  total  requests  and 
the  primary  portion  of  available  funds  by  the  result  of  dividing  each  state's 
shortfall  (the  difference  between  the  request  and  the  preliminary  allocation)  by 
the  total  shortfall.  This  produces  a  primary  allocation.  A  secondary  allocation 
is  determined  by  assigning  point  values  to  the  states  for  having  achieved 
certain  levels  of  program  participation,  dividing  this  point  score  by  the  sum  of 
the  states'  point  scores,  and  multiplying  this  ratio  by  the  amount  available  for 
the  distribution.  In  1992,  federal  allocations  represented  35  percent  of  the 
estimated  state  request  in  the  natural  gas  program  (range:  21  to  50  percent)  and 
28  percent  in  the  hazardous  liquid  program  (range:  18  to  50  percent).  The 
criteria  used  are  jurisdiction,  inspector  qualifications,  recommended  number  of 
inspection  persons/days,  and  underground  utility  damage  prevention.

FORMULA  GRANT 

Program  Description:  This  program,  established  by  the  Anti-Drug  Act  of  1986 
as  the  drug  laws  enforcement  program,  provides  funds  to  assist  state 
governments  in  enforcing  drug  laws.  Funds  could  be  used  for  a  wide  variety 
of  purposes,  including  personnel,  equipment,  facilities,  personnel  training,  and 
supplies.  The  Anti-Drug  Abuse  Act  of  1988  merged  the  drug  laws 
enforcement  program  with  the  law  enforcement  block  grant  program  into  this 
new  program.  Allowable  activities  under  this  program  consist  of  activities  of 
the  two  precedent  programs. 

Formula  Description:  Allocation  of  twenty  percent  of  the  funds  (up  to  $50 
million)  is  discretionary.  State  formula  grants  are  calculated  after  subtracting 
the  costs  of  federal  administration.  Each  state  receives  a  "base"  of  0.25  percent 
of  the  funds  available  for  formula  allocation,  with  the  balance  distributed  on 
the  basis  of  state  populations.

Funds  may  be  expended  for  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  functions  of  the 
designated  state  agency  under  this  program,  but  may  not  exceed  five  percent 
of  a  state's  allotment  or  $50,000,  whichever  is  less.  Secondly,  allotments  under 
the  protection  and  advocacy  program  may  be  used  to  assist  states  in 
supporting  a  system  which  will  have  authority  to  pursue  legal  and  other 
remedies  to  protect  the  rights  of  persons  with  developmental  disabilities 
within  the  state. 

Formula  Description:  Two-thirds  of  the  amount  appropriated  is  allotted  to 
each  state  according  to  the  ratio  the  population  of  each  state  bears  to  the 
population  of  the  United  States,  weighted  by  the  relative  per  capita  income  for 
each  state.

The  data  used  to  compute 
allotments  are  supplied  annually  by  the  Social  Security  Administration  and  the 
U.S  Department  of  Commerce,  for  the  three  most  recent  consecutive  years  for 
which  satisfactory  data  are  available.  The  federal  share  of  projects  supported 
under  the  state  plan  may  not  exceed  75  percent  except  for  activities  in  urban  or 
rural  private  areas  which  may  not  exceed  90  percent  of  the  total  project  cost. 
No  match  is  required  for  Protection  and  Advocacy  allotments.

The  statistical  factors  used  in  this  formula  are:  (1)  The  NAPs;  (2)  the  total 
number  of  paid  breakfasts  served  to  eligible  children;  and  (3)  the  number  of 
such  breakfasts  served  free  or  at  reduced  price.  The  NAPs  are  prescribed  by 
the  Secretary  and  adjusted  each  July  1,  in  accordance  with  the  food  away  from 
home  component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  urban  consumers.  This 
program  has  a  maintenance  of  effort  requirement.

Formula  Description:  The  funding  formula  for  the  general  cash  for  food 
assistance  phase  of  the  program  is  set  forth  in  Section  4  of  the  National  School 
Lunch  Act,  as  amended;  the  formula  for  special  cash  assistance  is  described  in 
Section  11  of  the  Act.  Both  phases  of  the  program  are  funded  on  a 
performance  basis.  For  every  lunch  served  during  the  applicable  fiscal  year, 
the  state  receives  a  payment  from  funds  made  available  under  Section  4.  In 
addition,  the  state  receives  a  payment  from  Section  11  funds  for  each  lunch 
served  to  a  student  eligible  for  free  or  reduced  price  lunches.  The  amounts  of 
such  per-lunch  payments  are  determined  by  "National  Average  Payment" 
(NAP)  factors.  The  amount  due  the  state  under  this  program  is  obtained  by: 
(1)  multiplying  the  total  number  of  eligible  lunches  served  during  the  fiscal 
year  by  the  Section  4  NAP  factor;  (2)  multiplying  the  number  of  free  lunches 
served  by  the  Section  11  NAP  factor  for  free  lunches;  (3)  multiplying  the 
number  of  lunches  served  at  reduced  price  by  the  Section  11  NAP  factor  for 
reduced  price  lunches;  and  (4)  adding  together  the  three  products  obtained 
thereby.  The  NAP  factors  are  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with 
Sections  4  and  11,  respectively,  of  the  Act;  the  numbers  of  lunches  are  obtained 
from  programmatic  reports  submitted  to  FNS.  Section  11  of  the  Act  requires 
that  the  NAP  factors  be  adjusted  annually,  according  to  changes  in  the  food 
away  from  home  component  of  the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  urban 
consumers;  the  source  is  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  Effective  with  the 
1981-82  school  year  (school  year  being  defined  as  the  period  July  I  through 
June  30),  and  subsequent  years  thereafter,  each  state  must  appropriate  from 
state  revenues  and  use,  for  program  purposes,  an  amount  equal  to  30  percent 
of  the  Section  4  funds  made  available  to  the  state  in  the  1980-81  school  year. 
Also,  commodity  schools  are  eligible  to  receive  donated  commodities  equal  in 
value  to  the  sum  of  section  6  and  section  4  assistance  rates,  except  that  up  to  5 
cents  of  this  amount  may  be  received  in  cash  for  processing  and  handling 
commodities.  In  addition,  commodity  schools  are  now  eligible  for  Section  11 
free  and  reduced  price  meal  reimbursements.

10.556    SPECIAL  MILK  PROGRAM  FOR  CHILDREN 

Program  Description:  This  program  is  designed  to  provide  subsidies  to 
nonprofit  schools,  nursery  schools,  child-care  centers,  settlement  houses, 
summer  camps  and  similar  institutions  provided  that  these  schools  and 
institutions  do  not  participate  in  a  meal  service  program  authorized  under  the 
National  School  Lunch  Act  or  the  Child  Nutrition  Act  of  1966.  The  program  is 
to  encourage  the  consumption  of  fluid  milk  by  children  of  high  school  age  and 
under. 

Formula  Description:  The  reimbursement  rate  for  each  paid  half  pint  of  milk 
served  to  students  with  income  levels  above  130  percent  of  the  poverty  line  in 
schools  and  institutions  that  participate  in  the  Special  Milk  Program  during 
school  year  1992-93  is  11.00  cents.  This  rate  is  adjusted  each  school  year  to 
correspond  to  the  change  in  the  Producer  Price  Index  for  fresh  processed  milk 
published  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics.  The  statistical  factor  used  for 
beneficiary  eligibility  for  free  milk  is  130  percent  of  the  poverty  line  and  the 
source  is  the  federal  income  poverty  guidelines.  Each  half  pint  of  milk  served 
free  to  eligible  students  is  reimbursed  at  full  cost.  There  is  no  matching 
requirement,  but  the  cost  of  paid  milk  in  excess  of  the  federal  reimbursement 
must  be  borne  by  sources  within  the  states.  Disbursement  to  states  is  made  on 
the  basis  of  the  number  of  half  pints  served  to  students.
